SOCIALISTS HAVE ONLY 
HISSES FOR HEARST

ALL PARTIES DENOUNCED 


Two Thousand Men and Women So- 
cialists Cheer Their Candidates 
in Carnegie Hall. 


More than 2,000 Soclalists who gathered 
at Carnegie Hall last night for the rati- 
fication of their city ticket were warned 


must not be regarded as being in the 
same class with Henry George. They 
were told, too, that the Republican and 
Democratic Parties looked alike to So- 
clalists, and, further, that the fight 
which had been waged to force them to 
give up the title Social Democratic Party 
and adopt that of Socialist Party was a 
capitalistic trick to confuse the voters.

His 
campaign was declared to be counterfeit. 
“Of all the issues of the campaign, the 
one humbug, the worst humbug, is munic-

“This is a most singular campaign,” 
said Morris Hillquit. “It is a picture 
of chaos and confusion.

PICTURES AT THE ARTS CLUB. 


First Exhibition of the Season Reflects 
Rural Scenes. 


The National Arts Club opens the Win- 
ter season with a collection of paintings 
and water colors tn its galleries on West 
Thirty-fourth Street, consisting for the 
most part of work produced during the 
Summer outing. Scenes of farm life, 
views of haymaking on the marshes, 
harbor marines, and glimpses of lake and 
river, sketches that seek to fix a passing 
effect of cloud and sunshine, moonlit dis- 
tances, and attempts to reproduce the 
cold darkness before the dawn give no 
little variety to the walls. There is the 
landscape. painted: with the, sobriety. of 
Dtisseldorf and the stippled canvas that 
belongs to the later race of pointillistes, 
hard-cut figures that scorn all mystery, 
and those which are scarcely more than 
dashes of color disappearing into a back- 
ground nearly the same in tone. The 
collection igs termed ‘‘ Out of Doors.”’ 

A long wall is covered with the. pale 
nocturnes of the Messrs. Scott and Leon 
Dabo, who have taken Whistler for their 
patron Saint and offer French and Amer- 
ican views so diaphanous and elusive in 
drawing that one has to see them by day- 
light or not at all; for under artificial 
light the faint differences in tone which 
compose them melt into unrelieved sur- 
faces of pale drab or pale gray. One asks 
one’s self where in ordinary houses such 
pictures can find sufficient Nght to make 
themselves visible. Scott Dabo’s ‘ Notre 
Dame de Paris after Rain”’ has a fine 
cloud effect where the light breaks 
through, but it ‘is only after careful search 
that the towers of the famous Gothic pile 
are discovered, small and far away, lost 
in the mists. So with Leon Dabo’s “ La 
Saluté, Venice’’; the name is nothing; 
the attempt to reproduce night and fog 
effects everything. If Leon Dabo gropes 
in a confused and foggy ‘‘Dawn”’ his 
brother goes him one better with a murky 
‘Before Dawn.” Other pictures just ar- 
rested on the verge of evanishment are 
“The Hackensack, Evening,’’ ‘ Collier’s 
Late Evening,’’ harbor scene with dim 
shipping, and ‘‘ Hackensack Marshes,"’ by 
Scott Dabo, also ‘‘ River Mists, Night,’’ 
‘Sun and Mist,” and “ After Rain”’ by 
Leon Dabo. 

Contrast with these the sparkling oil 
sketches by Charles W. Hawthorne, little 
landscapes full of colorsense and a 
crisp gayety of touch. Miss Eugenia M. 
Heller attacks a difficult ‘ Surf,’ with 
no small success, rendering the spurt of 
combers and the rush of wind-driven 
foam over the crests of the breakers with 
much spirit. ‘‘‘Russet Hills,”’ by Guy C. 
Wiggins, is a well-painted and typical 
glimpse of a hillside at Lyme, Conn., with 
its outcropping of gray stone and pict- 
uresque oaks. Henry R. Poore sends a 
brown Autumnal view of salt marsh and 
hay wagon, in which wagon and beasts 
take their place very harmoniously with 
the landscape. From Robert Henri comes 
a shore view, with waves and high bank 
rather too harshly blocked in with a broad 
brush. Bolton Coit Brown offers a gray 
stippled view of Monterey Bay and a 
more attractive landscape, ‘‘ Clouds and 
Mountains.” ‘‘The Valley”? and “ Pas- 
toral,’’ by Gifford Beal, have the quiet 
that landscape lovers enjoy. Oil sketches, 
delicate in sentiment, by Lewis Cohen, are 
‘* Moret on the Loing’”’ and ‘“ The Brook.” 

There are pleasing landscapes by Mrs. 
A. H. Wyant, Walter J. Greacen, Lester 
W. Mabie, and W. H. Cole, some very 
charming water-color sketches by Chester 
Loomis, a cattle piece by Carleton Wig- 
gins, a curious low-toned view of desert 
and walled town with a group of peasants 
on horseback, by R. M. L. Walsh, called 
‘On the Road to Toledo,’’ landscape 
sketches by the Misses Alethea Platt, 
Zelma Bayloss, and Laura Barrett, &c. 
The oddest pictures here both for subject 
and handling are Mr. William Walton's 
figure pieces: “July,” ‘‘ Twenty-third 
Street, New York,’’ and ‘‘Among the 
Skyscrapers.’’ Certain of these pictures 
will be sure to enrage some people; but 


surely there is variety enough in styles 
and subjects to make a visit (by card of 
member) worth the journey. ;

LINE UP TO BEAT ODELL 
IN SPEAKERSHIP FIGHT 


The Platt-Depew-Black-Barnes 


Wing Is Already Busy. 


FIVE CANDIDATES ANNOUNCED 


Three of Them Are the State Chair- 
man’s Friends—The Skirmishing 
Began Before Nixon’s Death. 


One of the liveliest fights ever known in 
the Republican Party in this State has 
been begun over the election of a Speaker 
of the Assembly to succeed the late S. 
Fred Nixon. Already the Platt-Depew- 
Black-Barnes wing of the party is lining 
up Yo try to keep State Chairman Odell 
from filling this most important place. 

Five candidates are in the field. 

Speaker Nixon died on Oct. 10, but the 


storm was seen coming long before that, 
because it was known that he could not | 


recover from the operations he had un- 
dergone. The fight promises to equal in 
bitterness the fight for the Speakership 
in 1895, when Hamilton Fish defeated 
George R. Malby for re-election. 

J. T. Rogers of Broome County, who is 
the present floor leader of the Republi- 
cans, is a candidate for the Speaker- 
ship, and has the backing of Col. George 
W. Dunn, ex-Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, and one of the Platt wheelhorses. 
Every influence the Odell supporters pos- 
sess will be brought to bear against Rog- 
ers, while the Platt men will back him 
to the end. If they fail with him, the 
Platt. forces have other men in reserve. 

Jean L. Burnett of Ontario is in the 
field, with Senator John Raines back 
of him. He, of course, is an Odell candi- 
date, but would meet with strong oppo- 
sition from anti-Raines sources. 

Assemblyman Edwin A, Merritt, Jr., of 
St. Lawrence County is another candi- 
date for the Speakership, with the back- 
ing of Senator Malby. He, too, would be 
an Odell candidate. Assemblyman Louis 
Bedell of Odell’s home, County of Orange, 
is a candidate, also, and is recognized as 
Odell’s own man. The fifth candidate is 
Charles W. Mead of Albany, who has been 
put in the field by William Barnes, Jr., 
the anti-Odell leader of Albany County. 
In the event that the Platt men fail to 
win with Rogers they may turn to Mead. 

Odell and Platt and their followers are 
taking careful stock of the situation, and 
each side is putting forth its strongest 
efforts to elect their own men to the next 
Legislature, which will elect the Speaker. 


CHANGE OVER TO PALMA. 


Santa Clara Provincial Council Leaves 
the Liberal Party. 


HAVANA, Oct. 15.—The Provincial 
Council of Santa Clara to-day accepted 
the resignations of the Governor, Gen. 
Gomez, who recently abandoned the Lib- 
eral candidacy for the Presidency, and 
M. Alverdi, the Lieutenant Governor, 
who has been Acting Governor during the 
absence in the United States of Gov. Go- 
mez. The Council then took up the ques- 
tion of the election of their successors. 

The City Council of Santa Clara, the 
members of which have hertofore been 
adherents of the Liberal Party, to-day 
declared their adhesion to the Moderate 
or Administration Party.

Japan’s Efforts Result in Rousing| 


National Consciousness. 


MOVEMENT 


It Is Asserted That Japan Means to 
' Use It to Further a Campaign of 
China for the Yellow Race. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 25.—Upon the 
receipt here of dispatches from Tokio 
saying that Japan soon intends to open 
negotiations with China regarding Man- 


churia, the representative of The Asso- 


ciated Press called on a prominent Rus- 


sian merchant who is on a brief visit 
home after a long residence in Northern 
China and questioned him concerning 
Japan's future efforts to obtain predom- 
inant interest and influence in the af- 
fairs of the Chinese Empire. This mer- 
chant, who is exceedingly well qualified 
to speak of Far Eastern affairs, made 
the’ following communication: 

“The national progressive movement in 
China, which has been going through a 
course of active development for the last 
ten years, is to-day a very powerful fac- 
tor in the Middle Kingdom, and one with 
which the Japanese are reckoning to the 
fullest extent. This movement had its 
origin with the old secret societies, both 
anti-dynastic and anti-foreign, which 
were brought into existence by bad ad- 
ministration on the part of the central 
Govefnment and by the abuses indulged 


in by missionaries and other foreign res- | 


idents of China. 

“The Boxer outbreak of 1901 was a 
startling evidence of this anti-foreign 
feeling. The movement has developed 
Slowly and steadily, outgrowing the old 
secret societies and forcing them into the 
background, and always progressing to- 
ward the ideal of Chinese solidarity ‘and 
national unity, until to-day it is quite 
divorced from its origin and stands alone. 
The recent Japanese naval and military 
successes have added to the popularity 
of the idea, and brought it to its present 
strong and flourishing condition. 

“There are material evidences of the 
movement, but of much greater impor- 
tance and significance are the growth and 
broadening of ideas with which it has 
been attended. By this I mean the graft- 
ing upon China as a whole of Western 
ideas and ideals, which has resulted in a 
quickening of the nation at large, such 
as has never been witnessed before. This 
is very significant, but the most impor- 
tant element of this phase of the situation 
lies in the fact that these ideas have been 
introduced into China through Japan, one 
can almost say by the Japanese, who have 
by this procedure exerted a powerful in- 
fluence upon the civil education and men- 
tal growth of the Middle Kingdom. 

“Every one knows that the Japanese 
schools and universities -re filled with 
Chinese students, and that Japan goes 
out of her way to make these young men 
welcome and impress upon them her in- 
terpretation of the broader ideas they 
imbibe on her soil. When these young 
Chinese return to their country they are 
the pioneers not only of Western ideas, 
but of Japan’s far-sighted and far-reach- 
ing political purposes. Of this fact the 
Chinese are often unconscious, but the 
work they do for Japan on Chinese soil is 
none the less effective. One of the most 
striking results of this propaganda was 
reco.ded but a few weeks ago, when the 
Government, in respouse to petitions 
from students and many members of the 
Progressive Party, not excepting some of 
the Viceroys, for a Constitution, ap- 
pointed a commission with Prince Tsia- 
Tze at its head to examine various Con- 
stitutions now in existence and report on 
the advisability of an adaptation to Chi- 
nese needs. 

“This propaganda of Western education 
under Japanese influence is conducted in 
other ways. China is filled with Japa- 
nese, working in various ways to these 
ends, whose existence and efforts are 
known only to such foreigners as are 
intimately acquainted with the country. 
Furthermore, there are to-day about sev- 
enty Japanese professors engaged per- 
marently by the Chinese Government, as 
well as large numbers of Japanese em- 
ployed by local Chinese authorities 
many minor capacities. 

“The National progressive movement 
is spreading rapidly, and it numbers 
among its adherents many high person- 
ages. The provincial viceroys are too 
£00 politicians to be sincerely pro-for- 
eign, and their affiliation with the new 
movement has been followed by that of 
many other influential Chinamen, 

“The boycott against American goods 
Was an outcome of this movement, and 
showed its anti-foreign character. While 
the boycott was directed against the 
United States, nominally because of im- 
migration restrictions, its deeper signifi- 
cance is seen by us who know China and 
the Chinese in the evidence of the growth 
o1 the idea of ‘China for the Chinesey 
the awakening of China to self-con- 
sciousness, and this is a direct result of 
the progressive movement. 

‘The boycott has shown the Chinese 
their power, what they can do when they 
get together, and at any moment we may 
&ee it directed against any other foreign 
power doing business in China, not neces- 
sarily in retaliation for a specific griev- 
ance, but as an aggressive act based on 
the belief of growing nationality and 
solidarity, self-sufficiency, and general 
unti-foreign sentiment. This is the real 
Gaanger underlying the boycott movement, 
a danger which renders it of interest to 
all merchants doing business out there. 
The Chinese have become conscious of 
their entity. their existence, and power as 
a nation. 

** Japan has prepared the way for a far- 
reaching effort, namely, that of turning 
the national progressive movement in 
China into a movement of ‘ China for the 
yellow race,’ with Japan at the head. The 
brogressives are anti-foreign and the field 
is ripe. The magnanimous giving back of 
Manchuria to China will be but the step- 
ping stone to the broadér idea. Japan will 
not restore Manchuria for nothing; she 
has been at work too long and too adroitly 
to let this splendid opportunity for driving 
an advantageous bargain escape her. She 
practically created and then fostered these 
teelings of solidarity and self-conscious- 
ness, and now puryoses t» use them for 


her own ends. 
‘A most interesting and, from the 


standpoint of Japan,.a most dangerous 
element in this situation is found in the 
fact that it is not always possible to di- 
rect and control a strong and growing 
spirit of nationalism. Southeastern Eu- 
rope gives many striking examples of 


this. The Chinese Progressives may in- 
tist upon turning the lessons they have 


Jearned from Japan to their own account, 
of applying to China and for China alone 
the ideas of national independence which 
Japan has nurtured among the best ele- 


ments in the empire. China has quick- 
ened to a spirit of patriotism, and as a 


“result, China may combat Japan's efforts 

toward the ideal of ‘China for the Yel- 
low Race’ with the slogan ‘China for 
'the Chinese.’ " —

| Should It Have the Final Voice 


Matters of Public Morality ? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
| The editorial in Tue Times of Friday, 
Sept. 22, entitled ‘‘ The Army Canteen,” is 
|}a matter of some interest. It seems cal- 
}culated to set forth once and for all the 
truth in connection with ‘expert testl- 
mony,” and it does a greater service than 
if it were merely what it purports to be— 
|some reflections the working of the 
l army canteen, The truth as THB 
|TiMEsS points out, that expert testimony 
must always come from the inside. The 
jinside look is the only valid basis for ex- 
pers testimony. Kipling’s Indian Prince 
is right. The “barren women” of Eng- 
jland, who leave their natural functions 
lof dishwashing and child bearing and 
seek to educate public morals, have no 
j}expert knowledge of army conditions in 
India, nor can they have. This is so 
manifestly true that it is a strange neces- 
}sity laid upon THE TiIMEs, that of calling 
attention to the fact. We might illustrate 
the truth further, and say that no expert 
testimony in connection with recent dis- 
closures of gifts from corporations to 
political machines can come from news- 
papers or from any ex-cathedra source, 
but must come from the corporations and 
{the machines themselves. We have a 
reminder of this editorial truth, also, in 
the fact that the words “expert” and 
‘‘experience "' come from the same root. 
However, this truth presented in THE | 
| Times's editorial 1s not the whole story | 
of the army canteen, nor of any other 
|question up for public debate. Men and 
not expert in drinking beer in 
camps, have gathered certain 
ideas of morality that expert tesiumony 
jis not likely to overthrow. It may be 
;}most inconsiderate in the men and we- 
men of this country to judge J. D. Rocke- 
feller for the practices of the Standard 
Oil. Such people doubtless display 
“ignorance and impudence.” What can 
they know of trust methods when they 
have never personally cond@ftted a great 
trust? Yet we know it will be a sad day 
for this country when the right and 
wrong of Standard Oil business methods 
are judged only by “expert” judges 
(stockholders) on the basis of “ expert 
testimony.” : 
We are fain to think that expert testi- 
mony is but a small part of the matter, 
after all. We listen with impatience to 
the “expert testimony” of officers, 
(moderate drinkers and hard drinkers,) 
and by some strange logic heed instead 
|their wives and mothers; and these speak 
|with quite other tongues. And by this 
lsame token we hope that, if the can- 
| teen question Is to come up again, our 
jlegislators may still hark to the stand- 
‘ards of morality held by “ ignorant and 
impudent women who have never drunk 
expert knowledge from an army canteen. 
But, further, while it seems true that

ADVANCE AT FALL RIVER. 


Manufacturers “Agree “That Wage Rate 
Should Be Partly Restored. 


FALL RIVER, Oct. 15.—It is understood 
in manufacturing cireles here that within 
a short time the Fall River Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ will grant an ad- 
vance in wages to the operatives, of whom 
there are now upward of 25,000 employed 
in association mills, No official action 
fixing the amount the advance has 
been taken, but it expected an an- 
nouncement will be made during the 
week. 

Last Sunday the Textile Council voted 
to request the restoration on Oct. 23 of 
the scale which prevailed prior to the 
cut of 12% per cent. made on July 2, 
1904. While the majority of the manu- 
facturers favor an advance, either on 
that day or a week later, many of them 
are of the opinion that the mills are not 
yet able to pay an increase of 12% per 
cent., and advocate a half-way step, with 
the understanding that no further ad- 
vance will be considered until next 
Spring.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 15.—The body 
|of Prince Troubetskoy was conveyed to 
the Nikolai Station to-day for removal 
|to Moscow. A vast multitude, including 
| deputations of students, followed it. 
When the procession was nearing the 
station a squadron of gendarmes ap- 
peared, and almost at the same moment 
a revolver shot rang out from the crowd, 
causing a panic. The gendarmes drew

no One was injured. 

Among the wreaths laid on the coffin 
was one from Emperor Nicholas, 

Red flag demonstrations in the Nevsky 
Prospect this afternoon drew out immense 
crowds of spectators, but a squadron of 
gendarmes and Cossacks drove the de- 
monstrators away without resorting to 
force. 

From the Nevsky Prospect a band of 
students and workmen carrying red flags 
and chanting revolutionary songs, 
marched across the river, and began an 
open-air meeting in the square in front of 
the university. While the speeches were 
in progress the police again charged and 
dispersed the crowds. A workman and a 
student received sabre cuts. 

At the annual school festival of the 
Fifth Gymnasium to-day people in the 
audience began to hiss the National 
Hymn. A panic ensued, and the excite- 
ment was augmented by the explosion of 
giant firecrackers. Many persons were 
bruised, but no one was seriously injured. 

The St. Petersburg students are exas- 
perated over the attacks by the police 
and the arrest of several members of a 
| coalition committee chosen by a student 
meeting on Sept. 26. A renewal of the 
disorders is not improbable. 

The most serious feature of the situation 
is that a strike of printers was declared 
| to-night on political grounds. It is to 
last for three days, but it may be con- 
tinued longer in case of repressive meas- 
ures or arrests. A few of the leading 
| daily newspapers hope to be able to issue 
single sheets giving telegraphic news, but 
the others will suspend publication en- 
tirely. 

The employes of several factories are 
ready to follow the lead of the printers, 
and the authorities are fully alive to the 
danger that the strike may become 
general one. 

The street sales of the Slovo have been 
prohibited.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Despite the fact that 
he is nearly eighty years old, Sir Edward 
Fry, the noted jurist and member of The 
Hague Court, continues to make speeches 
and write articles which deal with 
subjects frcm new points of view and 
which consequently result in stimulating 
discussion and criticism. Last Monday 
he delivered the inaugural address of the 
eighty-third session of the Birkbeck Col- 
lege in this city, and his remarks are be- 
ing widely dommented upon, to-day’s 
Tires devoting an editorial to them. 

Sir Edward's subject was “Study as a 
Check to Vulgaritty,’’ and ih the course of 
his address he declarea in so many words 
that practically everything in modern 
life made for vulgarity. 
said Sir Edward, “seems inevitably

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Despite the; 
fact that the tariff has been withdrawn | 
from the field as an Admigistration is- | 
sue, signs are increasing that there are 
likely to be some brushes on the subject 
in Congress. The Magsachusetts plat- 
form is expected to serve as the text for 
speeches which in previous Congresses | 
were made on the Iowa idea. 

That Republicans will be the most in- 
teresting participants in such a discus- 
sion goes without saying. That the strug- 
gle will be a serious one, however, is not 
beliéved. The principal uses of what tariff 
discussion there is to be will be for the 
purpose of blocking the President's rail- 
road rate policy. 

The Senate is at present understood to 
be determined on the death of the railroad 
rate plans of the Administration, but the 
Republicans in the Senate do not fight the | 
Administration openly. When they oppose 
its policies it is by quietly drugging the 
Administration bills to death, at the same 
time loudly professing in public their, 
fondness for the President. Even Senator 
Foraker will protest his fondness for the 
Administration to the end. 

The President himself perceived the 
present danger and forestalled it to 
the best of his ability by withdrawing 
tariff revision as a policy to be insisted 
upon at present. Notwithstanding his! 
,effort to prevent the use of the tariff as| 
a means of blocking regulation of rail- 
road rates, ths tariif talk continues. Of 
revision there is no prospect whatever. 

The Democrats see plenty of chance for 
party advantage in using such a discus- 
sion to emphasize an apparent division 
among their opponents. « 

In the House there are many sincere 
advocates of tariff revision among the 
Republicans, Most conspicuous among | 
them is Tawney of Minnesota, the Repub- 
lican whip. Minnesota is really more 
nearly the representative of the Iowa idea | 
than is Iowa herself, and there are other 
parts of the Northwest which are strong 
for revision. These sincere tariff reform- 
ers will not keep silent, and their partic- 
ipation in the debate will lend it an accent 
of reality. But the part the House will 
play in such an affair will be small be- 
cause of the iron rule of Speaker Can- 
non’s machine, and Mr. Cannon is too} 
good a friend of the President to permita 
Presidential programme to be sidetracked 
by a fight of this kind.

In Japan less than 1 per 
of the payments were even one day late, and 
more than one-half of the payments were made 
the day before they were due, because the Jap- 
anese did not like to run the risk of any acci- 
dental delay that might make them even one 
day late. The cost of collecting these install- 
ment payments in Japan is less than half as 
much as in England simply because the Japa- 
nese are so punctilious that clerical labor and 
postage are not expended in reminding them 
that their payments are overdue. They seem 
to look upon every debt as a debt of honor, 
which must not be forgotten for even a day. 
; There is certainly no such delicacy of feeling 
in this country about commercial transactions, 

I may add that the Japanese bought five 
times as many ‘ Encyclopaedias’’ as were 
sold in France and Germany combined, fifty 
times as many as in Russia, more than in any 
jother country except India, Austria, an& the 
; United States. When young men, who have 
bought the ‘‘ Encyclopaedia,’’ abandoned their 
employment to go to the front, their fam- 
ilies promptly paid the installments due under 
circumstances of the utmost difficulty.

AS TO IRISH ANCESTRY: 
Reasons Why One Man Kept His a 
Secret, Though from Dublin. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As another Irishman—also from Dublin, 
and’ a descendant of the famous Irish 
family whose war cry I sign below—I 
should like very much to tender my sym- 
pathy and advice to ‘‘ Erle of Dublin,” 
whose letter appears in your columns to- 
day. 

I came to New York in 1898, and abou 
the time that “ Erle”’ arrived (1900) I had 
made up my mind that it was extremely 
injudicious to confess “an Irish origin 
while sojourning in this State, unless one 
were prepared to indorse the whole pro- 
gramme of the Clan-na-Gael and kindred 
organizations. Some people to whom I 
was introduced as an Irishman elevated 


| their eyebrows in surprise, while others 


boisterously greeted me as ‘‘one of the 
right sort.’ All immediately assumed 


| that my training had been, and that my 
| opinions and habits were, those of a cere 


taln class of Irishmen; and this was per- 
fectly natural, as Americans who have 
not lived abroad know of that class only. 
That there are other classes in Ireland is 
proved by an occasional utterance like 
that of your correspondent, but Lrish- 
men of his kind are so rare in this coun- 
try that they almost count for nothing. 
Those who exist here are silent for a rea- 
son which will appear later in this letter. * 
So much for my sympathy. , Now for 
my advice. Let ‘‘ Erle” drop-his Irish 
birth and pose as an American citizen of 
American, or, if he. prefer.it, of English 
or Scottish birth. It will involve an oc- 
casional fib; but fibs must told in 
and this is business. Without — 
professing the orthodox principles he will 
not be popular among Irish-Americans; 
confessing Irish birth, among all 
other Americans he will bg misunder- 
stood, as he tells us he has i. 

Personally, for several years, I have 
adopted the course which I advise, and I 
find that it works well. And I am not 
alone in my deception, for more than 
in my role of Englishman, I have 
conversed with another soi-distant Eng- 
lishman whose accent and local knowl- 
edge proclaimed him as having come from\ 
my own native City of Dublin.

PRAISE FOR FOOTBALL 
BY GEORGETOWN’S HEAD 


Game Is Admirable If Properly 
Played by Gentlemen. 


“ ELIMINATE UNFAIR TACTICS ” 


Big Teams Pass Preliminary Stage 
and Begin Preparations for Cru- 
cial Test Matches. 


The hearty approbation with which the 
expressed desire to rid football of all 
cause of criticism on the score of 
brutality has been received by all the 
leading institutions playing the game 
finds its echo from another distinguished 
source in the open letter addressed to the 
Alumni of Georgetown University by the 
Rev. D. J. Buell, President of the Cath- 
Olic University. He adds his denuncia- 
tion of the unsportsmanlike spirit mani- | 
fested by some players and coachers in| 
‘putting opponents out of the game,” 
and speaks for the new administration at 
the Washington institution in the in- 
terests of honest sport in no uncertain 
terms. 

“The American college game of football 
is,’ he says, ‘‘ when played strictly accord- 
ing to the rules, an admirable, though a 
strenuous and rough contest. Bones may be 
broken, serious strains sustained, and the 
bodily stamina severely taxed. But in 
addition to this there is a system of foot- 
ball tactics in vogue among some uni- 
versities which can only excite horror 
and reprobation among honorable gentle- 
men. 

‘**Some football coaches instruct their 
teams to injure the most capable players 
on the opposing teams, so that they can- 
not continue to play; to strike in the most | 
vulnerable parts of the body; to use as| 
many men as possible to strike the man | 
singled out for injury; strike and 
foully injure the man when he is down | 
and pinioned to the earth by those who | 
have thrown themselves on him. Only 
young men of brutal instincts can force} 
themselves to such conduct. | 

“It is the purpose of Georgetown to} 
eliminate from the game all whose influ- | 
ence tends to any such practice and to} 
subordinate victory to the proper observ- | 
ance of honorable means of attaining it. 
We shall be particularly strict in exclud- 
ing from athletics those who have 
right to compete, and we believe that all 
will be done that can be to reduce injury 
when the that ordinarily govern 
the conduct of gentlemen are observed. 

“The present administration is not op- 
posed to athletics, but on the contrary 
judges them, when properly conducted, a 
useful means in the moral and physical 
well-being of the students. It is striving | 
to encour: their reasonable develop- 
ment along natural lines, when it insists 
that only students shall take 
part, whose primary in coming to 
Georgetown is to acquire intellectual 
training, and who shall subordinate vic- | 
tory to the sportsmanlike conduct of the | 
games. 

“That the continuance of football and 
its popularity depend upon its proper 
conduct is becoming more and more evi- | 
dent, and the spirit of reformation that} 
has taken so strong a hold is bound to do 
more to remedy evils of which just com- 
plaint has been made than all the rule 
changes that could possibly be enacted.”’ 
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Age 
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The past week among. the larger col]- 
leges has marked the ending of what may 
be called the preliminary season of play.

It is the last of the Co- 
lumbia games prior to the Princeton 
game, and Coach Morley has his last 
chance to show his possibilities before 
they are tested in a crucial match. 

The personnel of the teams that ‘have 
occupied the main attention of the coach- 
ers heretofore have been largely deter- 
mined upon. Yale and Princeton express 
satisfaction with the showing of their 
candidates and find only cause for com- 
plaint in the lack of substitutes. This was | 
to be expected. Yale lacks a satisfactory 
quarter back and a mate for Shevlin at 
end. Her back field, aside from this, is 
very strong. and her line from tackle to 
tackle as good as could be expected. 
Princeton's —n field has shown itself to 
be first class, as predicted by those who 
regarded the Tigers’ lament as a grand | 
stand play, and her line of forwards has 
been working smoothly.

Capt. Miller, the 
Adjutant of the Eighth Infantry, had 
telephoned that the garrison fire fighters 
could handle the blaze. 

The fire was discovered by one of the 
prisoners who assists the bakers in the 
kitchen, underneath Cell 14, on the south 
side of the prison. He immediately noti- 
fied Sergt. Way, who is in command of 
the prison, and he ordered the cannon 
signal fired. Sergt. Way knows how long 
old Castile W.lliams has been one of the 
landmarks of New York Harbor, and he 
renrembered that, with the exception of 
its outer walls, it would make mighty 
fine fuel for a blaze. Meanwhile the
